Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 is allowed.

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest A method for associating 
time related properties with Temporal Sequence Presentation Data elements in a digital rendering 
system having a Variable Rate Presentation capability, the method comprising steps; determining 
a number of unmodified data elements in each buffer and an Unmodified Rendition Period of 
each data element, and retaining, as a property of each buffer, an Unmodified Cumulative 
Rendition Period for the buffer; determining and retaining as a property of the buffer, a Data 
Time; presentation rate modifying the data elements in the buffer and storing them in a modified 
buffer; determining and retaining, as a property of a modified buffer, a number of modified data 
elements in the modified buffer and a Modified Rendition Period of each data element in the 
modified buffer; determining and retaining, as a property of the modified buffer, a Modified 
Cumulative Rendition Period for the modified buffer; determining and retaining, as a property of 
the modified buffer, a Modified Presentation Time of the modified buffer; and determining and 
retaining, as a property of the modified buffer, a Cumulative Modified Data Element Count 
associated with a first data element in the modified buffer. 

The closest prior art shows the MPEG having Decoding time-stamp, Presentation time-stamp. 
System time clock but does not disclose determining a number of unmodified data elements in 
each buffer and an Unmodified Rendition Period of each data element, and retaining, as a 
property of each buffer, an Unmodified Cumulative Rendition Period for the buffer; determining 
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and retaining, as a property of a modified buffer, a number of modified data elements in the 
modified buffer and a Modified Rendition Period of each data element in the modified buffer; 
determining and retaining, as a property of the modified buffer, a Modified Cumulative 
Rendition Period for the modified buffer; determining and retaining, as a property of the 
modified buffer, a Modified Presentation Time of the modified buffer; and determining and 
retaining, as a property of the modified buffer, a Cumulative Modified Data Element Count 
associated with a first data element in the modified buffer.
